THOSE STREETS banned 
rom parade use are Haw- 
horne, Crenshaw, Pacific 
toast Highway, San Diego 

Freeway, Artesia, and Sepul 
veda boulevards.

The Council also voted to 
charge a license fee not to ex- 
ceed $500 for each parade ap­ 
plication granted. The Li­ 
cense Review Board is 
charged with determining the 
amount of the fee, which 
would partially cover the cost 
of police and public works
personnel and equipment 
needed to control the parade 

The measure was classi­ 
fied as an "emergency ordi­ 
nance" by councilmen.

Arguments on a taxpayer's suit wliirh seeks 

to invalidate a petition seeking a special election 
on the issue of urban renewal will be heard Fri­ 
day In Los Angeles Superior Court.
